To the inhabitants of the town of Orange, in the coun- 
ty of Grafton, in said state, qualified to vote in town af- 
fairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the town house 
in said Orange, on Tuesday, the ninth day of March next, 
at nineo’clock inthe forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: ! 

Article 1. ‘To choose a Town Clerk, three Selectmen, 
one Town Treasurer for the ensuing year. 

2. ‘To choose one or more, not exceeding three, high- 
way agents. 

3. To choose one trustee of trust funds for three 
years, and one library trustee for three years. 

4. Tochoose a constable. 

5. Toraise sums of money as may be necessary for 
eee highways and bridges. 

6. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
for other charges arising within the town. 

7. Tosee if the town will vote to accept the provis- 
ions of chapter 117, laws of 1917, on a section of the Mas- 
coma road, so called, and appropriate and set aside from 
the amount raised for highway work the suin of $75.00 for 
this purpose. 

8. To see if the town will vote to accept state aid and 
trunk line aid for highways, and raise such sums of money 
as may be necessary to secure the same. 

9. To see if the town will vote to raise such sums of 
money as is required to secure state aid maintenance and 
trunk line maintenance. 

10. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, commit- 
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tees or officers heretofore chosen, and pass any vote relat- 
ing thereto.
